SCHAPPES was 
professor at City College of New York and a member of the Communist Party. In 
1941, in connection with the Rapp-Condert Committee investigation of Communist 
activities in New York schools, SCHAPPES was convicted of perjury. His case 
was appealed ht the ‘United States Supreme Court on November 22, 1943, refused 
to review the case. Accordingly in December 1943, SCHAPPES began to serve a sen=- 
tence of from eighteen months to two years in Sing Sing prisone Inasmuch as a 
pressure group was organized to free SCHAPPES and this group was instigated by 
the Communist Party and given publicity by editorials in thex"Daily Worker" 
(issues of December 7, 8, 9, and 11, 1943) it is believed those sending letters 
were probebly closely associated. with the Communist Movement. The letters, tele- 
grams and post cards were all of a similar nature in that they urged SCHAPPES' 
release because he was such a "fighting anti-Fascist®.

January 27, 194) Source "C" pointed out that the above mentioned individual declined 
to run for the position of War Activities Director. 


On February 8, 1945 Source "D" revealed that the meeting of the 
East- Hollywood Club of the Los Angeles County C.P.A. was held at its Headquarters 
at 1660 Melrose Avenue. The main purpose of this meeting was to elect club officers 
for the year 195. Source "D" pointed out that the temporary chairman of the meet- We 
ing, SYLVIAXBROWN appointed a Special Election Committee to count the ballots. , 
Named on this committee were BETTYCSEEMA and MILDRED who were not further identified. 
It is believed, however, that MILDRED is identical to MILDRED STUEWE, the Subject 
of this case, as no one else bearing the same given name is known to be active in 
the affairs of the East Hollywood Club. 


According to information furttished by Source "E" the East 
Hollywood Club held its regular meeting at 660 Melrose Avenue on the evening 
of February 22, 195.

Magdalena Eleanorgy Gale, Security Matter - C, Bureau file 
100-4596, Washington Field/Office teletype, January 30, 1953, 
reports Gale admitted meeting Novikov in attending meeting at his 
office a had no other contacts with Novikov; however, 
reported on December 16, 1951, that Gale 
contacted Novikov, suggesting that the name of a confidential 
informant in Washington, De Coy be removed from the mailing list 
of the Information Bulletin as "She is spying on us." 


Lynn Edwin Carter, Internal Security - R, Bureau file 
65-59055. Washington Field Office teletype, January 29, 1953, 
states Carter denied acquaintance with Novikov but admitted visit- 
ing office of Soviet Information Bulletin approrimately fifteen 
or twenty times from January, 1952, through August, 1952, for 
purely academic reasons. 


Norman Je Whitaker, Internal Security - R, Bureau file 
105-21754. Washington Field Office teletype dated January 29, 1953. 
Whitaker admitted meeting Novikov at a private home and later saw 
a movie in Novikov!s Office. He apparently loaned Novikov books 
concerning chess as he stated he later visited Novikov's Office 
Seeking return of these books. Whitaker refused to reveal the 
identity of the private home in which he met Novikov or any of the 
other individuals present. Confidential informant advised that 
this meeting was at the home of Bess Michelsen, 5309 Chevy Chase 
Parkway, Washington, D. C. 


Bessie Michelsen, Internal Security - C. Washington Field 
Office teletype, January 29, 1953, reports Michelsen admitted three 
contacts with Novikov, one at the Soviet Information Bulletin Office, 
and two at her home. Michelsen stated she was in the insurance 
business and that the meeting at her home was a group of friends 
whom she refused to identify. Certain discrepancies were noted in 
her story and she was not entirely cooperative. 


- Lewis Cass Karrick, Internal'Security - R, Bureau file 
105~-18457. Washington Field Office teletype January 29, Karrick 
interviewed January 28, and 29, 1953, at which time he advised 
that he contacted the Soviet Embassy four years ago, had been in 
the home of Béssie Michelsen for a@ meeting of the World Events 
Committee, that he gave Novikov a copy of the Christian Science 
Monitor showing Karrick's process of extracting oil from coal, 
that his 108% contact was approrimately siz months ago in an effort 
to obtain his copy of the Christian Science Monitor. Karrick wrote 
to the Bureau, January 29, 1953, and called in person on February 3, 
1953. He appears to be a mental case.

Engeman stated that he furnished 
no information. He will be interviewed further regarding his own 
background and any additional data pertinent to this case.

Goodman received unsolicited U.SoS.R. Information Bulletin but 
later subscribed when he visited Soviet Embassy to obtain a 
pamphlet; that he, Goodman, together with Alekset A. Zudin and 
aman believed to be Novikov, had drinks at the Soviet Embassy 
at which time Zudin remarked that he understood Goodman was an 
inventor and had submitted to the United States Government an 
idea for a navigational device. Goodman stated that he was 
rather startled as he had furnished an invention entitled "Gyr o- 
Navigator" to both the Navy and Department of Commerce in June , 
1950. Goodman stated that he did not furnish any details to Zudin 
and made only general statements in regard to his invention. 
Goodman presently employed as a hotel night clerk in Richmond. 


A review of the Novikov file discloses that all pertinent 
contacts have been interviewed other than those individuals connected 
with foreign diplomatic establishments. 


A copy of this memorandum is being designated for the 
individual case files. 


It will be noted that the great majority of the individuals 

interviewed are subjects of individual case files, many of whom have 

_ been reported as being or having been members of the Communist Party 
Their refusal to cooperate with the Bureau might possibly be because 
of the fact that something occurred at the meet between the individual 
and Novikov of an espionage nature. The break in Soviet-Israeli 
diplomatic relations, the purge of the nine doctors in the Soviet 
Union, and the anti-Semitism reportedly sweeping the Soviet and satellite 
countries, may have a definite effect on some of the uncooperative 
indtviduagls.e Therefore, it is felt that perhaps an appearance, 
Pursuant to @ subpoena, before a Grand Jury might have the psychological 
effect of impelling them to talk, not only concerning their contact 
or contacts with Novikov but particularly concerning their own prom 
Russian or Communist Party activity.
